Remarks Regarding Group Election 

In the Office Action, restriction is alleged to be required, under 35 U.S.C §121, to one of ^ 

the following groups of claims: ^

Group I: Claims 1-12, drawn to an optical imaging device (class 600, subclass 473); rn 
and 

Group II: Claims 13-30, drawn to a method for multi-modal image fusion or image 
registration (class 600, subclass 300). jjTJ 

Applicant respectfully notes that only claims 1 - 1 2 are pending in this application. Claims 
13-30 were canceled in a Preliminary Amendment filed and dated October 6, 2003. A copy of 
the Preliminary Amendment, along with copies of the post cards that accompanied the 
Preliminary Amendment and are stamped ''received" by the PTO Mailroom on October 6, 2003, 
are enclosed 

Further, on page 3 of the Office Action, the Examiner requests that; 

"Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement to be 
complete must include (i) an election of a species or invention to be 
examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and 
(ii) identification of the claims encompassing the elected invention." 

Applicant respectfully notes that there are no other romments in the Office Action that 
pertain to a species restriction. Further, no election cm be made because no species were 
identified or even suggested to exist by die Examiner. 

Accordingly, Applicant believes the Examiner's comment here to be a typographical eaxor 
and no election of species is required at this time. If this is not correct, Applicant respectftflly 
requests that a new Office Action be issued setting forth the pending claims and not die canceled 
claims, and identifying the alleged species of the invention.
